The Mail Defines Its Po- 
sition. 


The Mail las «a long article this morn- 
ing defining its postion in regard to the 
Government, as an independent Conserva-

ship, but beyond that her claims are mere 
usurpations, which nest be met and over- 
thrown. even though in the case of Quebec 
an alteration of the constitution should be 
found necessary. Sir Jobn Macdonald 
does not share these views, and it is need- 
less to say they meet with no favor trom 
politicions on the other side, and it is not 
mproLable the Mail may be compelled to 
dvffer from both sides on other que-tions 
pressing for selution, notably the liquor 
question, Upon other issues the Mail will 
continue to be an earnest advocate of the 


policy’ of the Conservataye party, but in all 


thinys, great and small, will not be an 
orga, but a thoroughly independent 
Journal.’
